Planning for the 
350th 
The Boston Society of Architects 


through its Board of Directors has 
appointed a JUBILEE 350 Com- 


mittee headed by Anthony Tappe. 


Other members of the committee 
are John Clancy, Angus Crowe, 
Marilyn Fraser, and Todd Lee. 
The events will focus on the 
central theme and will highlight 
the activities of Boston architects 
and their contribution to the phy- 
sical and cultural life of Boston. 


The committee is in the process 
of developing a program for 
JUBILEE 350. Among the sug- 
gestions under consideration as 
jubilee activities to be sponsored 
by the BSA are: 


— A symposium on the future of 
the city to feature invited 
speakers, with proceedings pub- 
lished by the BSA. If successful, 
this might become a triennial 
event. 


— A retrospective exhibition of 
the Harleston Parker medal 
winners. This joint BSA/City of 
Boston annual award occupies a 
special place in the cultural life of 
Boston. Calling attention to its 
past winners and their buildings 
will focus public attention on the 
architectural heritage of Boston 
and the profession most respon- 
sible for creating the physical 
fabric of our city. 


— A public Charette of Boston 
school children, led by Boston 
architects to develop their ideas 
for the Boston of the future. This 
program would be put on with the 
support and cooperation of the 
Boston School Department. 


The BSA will offer assistance to a 
number of city agencies and 
neighborhood organizations plan- 
ning exhibits by the Boston Land- 
marks Commission and a 
possible RUDAT to be sponsored 
by the United South End Settle- 
ment Houses. 


The BSA committee is develop- 
ing these and other events for 
JUBILEE 350. Membership 
comments and suggestions for 
programs are invited.

Competitive Bidding 
on State Work 


A Report by Lowell Erickson 


The Secretary of Administration 
and Finance, Edward Hanley, has 
suspended the use of a fee 
schedule for work in the Bureau 
of Building Construction. A policy 
requiring sealed bids for public 
work has been instituted for 
Architects, Landscape Architects, 
and Engineers. The bids will be 
required from the three firms 
recommended by the Designer 
Selection Board. 


The leadership of the MSAA and 
the three chapters—BSA, Central, 
and Western—has vigorously 
resisted this policy. The Designer 
Selection Board, chaired by David 
Carlson AIA of the Western 
Chapter, and all Dukakis 
appointees strongly resisted this 
new policy. They discussed the 
possibility of mass resignations 
but decided against this form of 
protest because of concern over 
whom Governor King would 
appoint to succeed them. 


The DSB, in an effort to give 
some guidance, is including a fee 
recommendation they feel is fair 
for the work projected. A&F is not 
bound by this recommendation. 


Peter Volpe, the President of the 
Massachusetts Construction 
Industry Council of which the BSA 
is a member, has written the 
Governor protesting this new 
policy. George Notter FAIA and 
Earl Flansburgh FAIA have 
agreed to join a small delegation 
to negotiate this issue with A&F. 
Representative Andrew Card, 
Assistant Minority Leader, and 
Barney Frank have deplored this 
move and asked that it be 
suspended pending the report of 
the Blue Ribbon Commission. 


Thus far all efforts to change the 
policy have failed. The MSAA is 
setting up a committee to monitor 
the process and will continue to 
seek administrative and political 
relief. 


Board of Registration 
Issues New 
Regulations 


At its April meeting the Board of 
Registration of Architects revised 
its administrative regulations 231 
C.M.R. 2.02 definitions and its 
current regulations, Section 1, 
sub-section 1.6 to provide an 
interpretation for the words 
“responsible charge” and 
“personal supervision.” The 
words “responsible charge” 
appear in General Law, Chapter 
112, Section 60F and the words 
“personal supervision” appear in 
the General Law, Chapter 112, 
Section 60G.e. Both these terms 
refer to the supervision of the 
preparation of designs and con- 
tract documents and the contract 
administration of a project by an 
architect. This is an area which 
has had a cloudy meaning for 
many years. The Board now 
establishes the following inter- 
pretation: “the words responsible 
charge as it appears in General 
Law, Chapter 112, Section 60F 
and personal supervision as it 
appears in General Law, Chapter 
112, Section 60G(e) shall mean 
that the work is prepared by the 
Architect himself personally or in 
the office which is his normal 
place of business under his 
supervision.”

Urban Design 
Committee Invites 
Mayoral Candidates 
To Talk 


The three principal insurgent can- 
didates for Mayor of Boston 
responded to invitations from the 
Urban Design Committee to 
discuss their programs and 
answer questions, and have met 
with the Committee and 
members of the Board. David 
Finnegan joined us in May, 
Joseph Timilty in early July, and 
Mel King at the end of July. Mayor 
White has not yet formally 
responded to our invitation. 


Each meeting allowed time for 
the candidate to make basic 
opening remarks and questions 
were raised around three issues 
which the Committee felt par- 
ticularly within its charge: 


1) How should the BRA in 
particular, and the BHA and other 
city agencies be restructured to 
be responsive to public and 
professional opinion and 
responsive to the electorate, and 
is this appropriate? 


2) How should development in 
the city proceed? Should it be 
actively encouraged, de-poli- 
ticized, and further formalized and 
open to the public and profes- 
sional scrutiny? Should develop- 
ment be further centralized or 
related back to the communities? 
and 

3) What roles can professionals 
and professional bodies (par- 
ticularly architects and the BSA) 
outside of the administration play, 
and how would the candidate 
respond to the Society's desire to 
help in the governance of the 
city? 


Finnegan was forceful and enthu- 
siastic about development, wel- 
comed an increase in openness 
in the process, and wanted the 
communities as well as the 
downtown area to benefit. He 
welcomed our professional 
involvement with his administra- 
tion as well as his campaign. He 
felt the BRA needed new blood 
and should be less political. 


Timilty felt that development was 
quite important, spoke of the 
strong group of advisors he had 
formed, and also wanted the 
communities to be strengthened. 
His proposals, especially for re- 
structuring the Real Estate Board, 
were listened to attentively. 


Mel King spoke passionately and 
convincingly about the needs of 
the disenfranchised citizens of 
the city. While general programs 
were discussed, mechanisms and 
the workings of city government 
were not reached in any sub- 
stance. He welcomed any help 
the Society or its members would 
give his administration and 
campaign. 


The Society does not propose to 
endorse any candidate, although 
we think it is in the best interests 
of all architects as individuals to 
become involved in the political 
process. The Committee feels it 
important—and has made the 
point in its follow-up letters to the 
candidates—that the Society 
have an advisory and review role 
to play in the physical growth and 
health of Boston.

Urban Design 
Citation Program 


The Boston Society of Architects, 
through the Urban Design Com- 
mittee, invites entries for its new 
Urban Design Citation Program. 
The purpose of this program is to 
give recognition to outstanding 
examples of design that concep- 
tually advance the quality of the 
urban environment. 


Since many urban design under- 
takings are long range and 
developed in stages, phased 
projects that have reached a 
definitive stage of completion, 
and in use, will be given con- 
sideration. In exceptional cases, 
recognition may be given fora 
plan, zoning ordinance or a pro- 
posal of significance, provided it 
has significant public support. 


Projects must be located within 
the Chapter area. 


To encourage a wide range of 
entries, the materials and form of 
submission will be left to each 
entrant. The only specific require- 
ment is a brief synopsis that out- 
lines the problem and describes 
how the solution meets the stated 
objectives. No attempt will be 
made to preserve anonymity. 


The selection committee will 
have the option to consider 
projects that have not been sub- 
mitted and will seek out meritori- 
ous solutions. 


Recognition could be given toa 
project of historic significance 
completed many years ago to 
emphasize its lasting value and 
make the public aware of its 
urban quality. Revitalization or 
restoration projects having a 
positive impact on the urban 
environment shall be considered. 
Preference will be given to lesser 
known projects, not previously 
recognized. 


Each project will be judged on its 
own merit and for the success 
with which it directly affects the 
immediate environment, visually, 
economically and/or socially. 
This citation will not preclude 
recognition of a yet unrealized 
plan or ordinance. 


Entries must be submitted to the 
Chapter office no later than 
October 26, 1979. Awards will be 
announced at a special event in 
the spring of 1980. Publication of 
the results of this program will be 
arranged by the BSA.
